Three possibilities have 
been offered: (1) To continue having a single out¬ 
side juror of importance as has been done during 
the last two years; (2) To have three local jurors 
as was done in the past; or (3) To have a jury of 
three which would include two local members and 
one from outside of the area. 

The Council is most desirious of hearing the mem¬ 
bers* opinion on this matter. The members will 
have the opportunity of hearing the reason why the 
single juror system was chosen two years ago to¬ 
gether with reports on how well the system has full- 
filled expectations of it. 

The agenda of the meeting will also include the 
playing of a tape recording of an interview with 
Mr. Gordon Washburn, the juror of this year’s 
annual, conducted by John Baxter and John Hum¬ 
phries at the San Francisco Museum. Gertrude 
Murphy, Chairman of the Council will present 
a review of this year’s activities and the election 
ballots for artist members of the Board and new 
members of the Council will be counted and re¬ 
sults announced.

His comments on the collection were very satisfactory, 
and he purchased a painting by Bill Wiley for his own collection. 
During the same week Wilhelm Hack, of Germany and Mr. and 
Mrs. M. J. Miller of Mesa, Arizona visited the Bank. Mr. Hack 
is touring the U. S. and visiting galleries and museums. Mr. 
Miller is an art critic who is connected with the Phoenix Mus¬ 
eum of Art. 

Foreign visitors to the Art Bank who have come under the aus¬ 
pices of the U. S. Department of State include Mr. Hell 
Sumpha, Chief of Cabinet in the Ministry of Justice of Cam¬ 
bodia who is studying Western media of art in order to have it 
introduced in the schools of Cambodia; and Mr. Polyclitos 
Rengos, Painter and Professor of Art at the University of Sal¬ 
onika in Greece.
